Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. There is a lack of antecedent basis for the following: 
In claim 1, line 4, "the exterior side", line 6, "the inner side", line 8, "the inner side", line 
18, "the exterior side", line 23, "the counter coupling part"; In claim 2, line 1, "the 
counter coupling part"; In claim 3, line 1 , "the counter coupling part"; In claim 4, line 1 , 
"the counter coupling part"; In claim 8, line 1 , "the pivot lever", line 3, "the electrical 
counter coupling", line 5, "the oppositely positioned half and "the pivot lever", line 6, 
"the side", line 8, "the securing stay", lines 12-13, "the remaining part"; In claim 9, line 3, 
"the lower end"; and In claim 10, line 1, "the securing means", line 3, "the engagement 
points", line 5, "the securing means", and line 6, "the engagement points". In claim 1, 
lines 1,12, and 25, "the phraseology "and/or" is indefinite and fails to positively recite 
the claimed invention. In claim 1, line 2, the phraseology "or the like" is indefinite and 
fails to positively recite the claimed invention. In claim 1 , line 5, it appears that -said — 
should be inserted after "which". In claim 8, line 13, it appears that "(24" should be 
-(24)-. 

Depending on the applicant's amendments, it appears that claims 1-10 would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. U.S. patent to Dimig discloses a handle attached to an electrical 
device similar to that of the applicant's invention. U.S. patent to Emerling et al. disclose 
a handle assembly similar to that of the applicant's invention.
